The Ufa oi the Well Kncnvu Resident of 


Blue Mound Ended. 


Eleazer House, one o£ the best known 


and most prominent men of Pleasant View 
tovrnsliip, died at 9:30 yesterday morning 
at his home in the village of Blue Mound. 
Ele has been sick about six weeks. At first 
t was thought lie would surely recover, and 
two weeks ago he was better. The last few 
days lie has been sinking, however, and the 
anxious friends and faithful children real- 
zed that all they could do would be in 
•ain. 


Mr. House leaves three children, ,lani«s, 


Samuel and Dora, all grown. Ths daiigh- 
x«r lived with her father and had charge of 
lis home, his second wife having died 
iiany years ago. 


Eleazer House was born in Jefferson 


lounty, O., on July 27,1821, and wne there- 
ore CS years old. Hh tattler, John Houw, 
crved in the war of J813. 
In 1S51 Mr. 


House married Nancy E. Frar.cr, who died 
n 1S5S, leaving two children, one of whom, 
Samuel, now resides in Pleasant View town 
hip. Uemarried Flora A.Martin,his second 
wife, and within tivo years sht> died, Icuv- 
ng two children, a sou anil daughter, who 
eside at Blue Mound. Mr. House wax the 
nviier of a stock farm of 100 acres, one 
nilu north of Blue Mound, in section 
1, township 15, range i east. He bought 
he farm in 1S05. He had made first-eluss 
mprovements, and had a beautiful homo. 


A man of few words, Mr, Home im- 


>ressed all with whom lie came in contact 
.s being possessed of rate, qualities—auiun 
if accurate judgment,—strong convictions, 
.nd high principles, who could nut be in- 
luced under auy circumstances, to deviate 
rom a course that he believed to be right. 
He was a public spirited man, and was 
lonored by many positions of trust in the 
ocal government of the community in 
vhich lie resided. 
These, duties were dis- 


harged with a faithfulness and conscien- 
iousmiss that is rare in these, days of care,- 
esiiiess of public responsibility. 


In politics Mr. House was a democrat and 


i leader in his party, but not a leader in the 
ense that that term is used when applied 
o a "boss." He strived for success, but 
nly for success honestly earned. 
He held 


he principles of the party too sacnd to atr 
empt in any way to accomplish personal 
nds by political scheming. His was the 
rue democracy, bold, unflinching, but just 
at all times. 


As a citizen, a neighbor and a father, he 


vns true, kind and affectionate, and the 
ommunity that knew him will long feel 
be vacancy caused by tils deatti. He has 
ived at Blue Mound for over :',0 years, and 
low leaves in the neighborhood not one 
vho docs not admire and respect him.
